by the police to have been active in 
bombing Mayor Harry 
I. 
Davis' 


home June 2, last. 


With the prisoners 
the 
police 


captured a large quantity of high ex- 
plosives, one complete bomb, several 
incomplete bombs, a number of aut- 
omatic pistols and a supply of am- 
munition and much anarchistic lit- 
erature. 


The police declared the 
bombs 


were similar to those used in 
the 


bombing Of Mayor Davis' 
home. 


They believe the arrests will lead 
to apprehensions in other cities in 
connection with

May and June.

voters to defeat the Crabbe law at the election November 4 in order 
that intoxicants may be sold by bootleg-grers and speakeasy keepers. 
They want to nullify the state-wide Prohibition amendment adopt- 
ed last November. 


These advertisements of the wets are deceptive, misleading and 


untruthful. They declare that "No person is safe and no home is 
sacred from the prying activities of the dry detective." One of these 
wet advertisements says: 


Under the Crabbe act, any dry detective can ransack 


your home, pry into your personal affairs, smash your fur- 
niture, knock you down, and insult your wife, daughter, 
or sister, or any,other member of your family, and all he 
has to plead is that he is acting in good faith and shall not 
be liable either civilly or criminally for any act perform- 
ed by him, either with or without process of law. 
ANY SANE PERSON KNOWS THAT IF THIS WERE 


TRUE, THE LEGISLATURE WOULD NEVER HAVE ENACTED 
SUCH A LAW, AND GOVERNOR COX WOULD NOT HAVE AP- 
PROVED IT. 


The Crabbe enforcement law passed the lower House of the 


Legislature by a vote of 100 to 16, and the Senate by a vote of 24 to 8, 
and the Governor signed it. Here is what that law says about 
search and seizure: 


Section 50. No warrant shall be issued to search a 


private dwelling, occupied as such, unless some part of it 
is used as a store or shop, hotel or boardinghouse, or for 
any other purpose than a private residence, or unless 
such residence is a place of public resort for drinking li- 
quors, or intoxicating liquor is manufactured, sold or 
furnished therein in violation of the law. Provided, that 
the word "possess" as used in this act in reference to in- 
toxicating liquors shall not apply to intoxicating liquors 
in a bona fide private residence. 
Quite a difference between the wild assertions of the Ohio Home 


Rule Association and the clear, explicit language of the law itself.
